Perhaps no 
pi ugh manufacturers are more widely 
known in the mercantile world than the 
firm of Henry Lister & Son, who sro 
now erecting a magnificent new factory 
at Jamestown, N. Y. In their factory in 
England they employed about 
1200 


bands, bnt expect to do business on a 
larger scaia in thia country. 


Prior to the passage of the ilcKinley 


tar ff Lister & Son marketed nearly 
$1,000,000 worth, or 90 per cent of their 
annual output, in laid country, but tho 
effect of the new tariff was to deprive 
them- of their American trade. In an 
interview in tbe Buffalo Commercial, 
relative to the tfFect of the late tariff 
upon their business, H. It. Lister said: 


When tha McKinley bill became law 


our business was paralyzed, orders were 
canceled from hero fsnd 90 per cent ol 
our trade was with America), the value 
of all our btoitk went down and down 
until tho stuff was hardly worth any- 
thing. Tuspah silk, which has sold for 
80 cents per pound, dropped to 16 cents 
witbin twelve month?, and tho manufac- 
tured articles declined in proportion, and 
tasaab silk products were a large factor 
In our business. Tbe result of this de- 
preciation WAR a IOBA to our concern GK 
ceerling $500,000, with worse prospers at 
the baginniiin of the second year than 
when tho net was passed. Wo continned 
hnaineea, though at a lo?s, hoping that 
the bill woald be repealed and that we 
would again get comrol of the American 
market. The showing of the second bal- 
ance sheet was so much worse thau that 
of ths first that father and I at once de- 
cided to try America. 


Llr. Lister snyB that his goods can be 


manufactured hero cs well aa elsewhere. 
Of the American market be says: 


Our experience is that it is the great- 


est and best market in the world, and is 
continually improving. The population 
is not only imrnecee, but the per capita 
consumption i^ greater than in any other 
country, which is accpanlpd for by the 
fact that the American working aud 
middle classes are more prosperous than 
anywhere else and buy more f/eel?; 
while iu England, 1 am esrry to eay, the 
buying capacity of the masses is seriously 
decreasing. 


For the kind of labor employed in his 


business, Mr. Lister says he will bo 
obliged to pay from 60 to 100 per cent 
more in this country than be paid in 
England. The weekly earnings of warp 
dressers in their Huddersfield factory 
were 32 shillings, or $8, per wetkj while 
in thia country they will have to pay 
(13.50 for the same work; unskilled la- 
borera they paid in England less than $5 
per week, but here they will be obliged 
to pay from $6 to ?9 per week. In their

Trade Review says: "The year 1S92 
will not ranK aa a good year. The yield 
promises to be exceptionally small, but 
generally speaking the quality will be 
good. Extreme heut and cold rather 
than disease have caused diminution in 
the cropa, Tbe scorching of grapea in 
claret districts causes a small yield of 
indifferent quality. From Bordeaux it 
ia reported that the vintage is entirely 
free from mildew. From Reims, it is re- 
ported that champagne will be scarce, 
but of high quality. A similar report 
comes respecting Burgundy. Tho yield 
of champagne at best will be only one- 
half of last year's yield, but it will be of 
excellent quality if the fine weather con- 
tinuca. 
Our Jerez correspondent es- 


pects a rise in tho price of cheaper sher- 
ries, the hot weather of August ehorten- 
ing the crop. The Portuguese vintage 
•will be earlier than for several years, and 
the grapes hnvn a promising appearance.

from theeo retail liquor saloons than to 
any other source." 


Mr. Stone reviewed tbe liquor 


tion. of Pennsylvania in 1889 when a cou- 
Rtitutional amendment was submitted to 
the people, and when the Democrntii, 
party and papers and the Republican 
party and papers opposed the amend- 
ment. When tbe day of election came 
uround they had to vote on Brooke' high 
license liquor bill instead of the amend- 
ment-tliat the people wanted.

:rom Yisalia and eleewhcre wont to the 
Brigcs orchard to witness the h&rveat- 


of the crop of some U-year-old prune 


Tees, and thoso who were present will 
sign au affidavit Betting forth the facte, 
Bays last Tuesday's Yisalia Delta. 


The party left Yisalia shortlv alter 


I o'clock in a number of vehicles and 
after arriving at tha orchard three trees 
of tho Freuch pruno variety, near to- 
gether, were selected. Some of the fruit 
bad fallen aud was gathered in boxes, 
and then tbo trees were shaken, tha 
fruit cleaned of twi^B and leaves and 
placed inbjzes ts be weighed. Tbe first 
tree shaken yielded S12 puuuds, but a 
considerable account waa left on the 
trae. The n^x: tree tore!tS4 nnunda and 
the third 1017. Ouo large limb of the 
last tree, heavily laden with fruit, had 
boen trkenaway. Tho total product of 
tha three harvested amounted to 2SIS 
pouudfl and the average 737.6B pounda. 
With U4 trepfl to the acre this wrtuld give 
a yield of (iO.itlO pnunria. or 30,';i tons. 
Aa 2.(i5 pouuds of fresh prunea are re- 
quired to make one pound dried, one 
acre would produce 23,oti'2 poundB ready 
for market, and at 11 cents per pound, 
the present sillii!j,' price, the ^roee ^alue 
of the yield o£ a eiiigle aero would reach 
the enormous Hum of $2uGSf.S2; at 2)4 
cents per pound on the ground, for 
which they could be sold today, the 
price of an acre's produce would be 
$1522.75. 


In tbe Brings orchard there are twelve 


acres of prune trees of different age?, and 
several experienced orchardiflta ostima'O 
the average yield at GOO pounds per tree. 
Thero are ebcty-fuur trees to each acre, 
which would make oS,400 pounds to the 
acre, the value of which at2j.< cents per 
pound on the ground—the price 
at 


which prunes are now selling here—- 
wonld be $9GO per acre, a net protH.after 
allowing for every possible expense and 
IOES, of more than $900 per acre. If 
dried at the orchard and sold the value 
of the crop per acre would bo if 1503.90, 
and for the twelve acrea the enormous 
Bum of $19,120.80 would be realized. 


These are no fancy figure?, and any 


one doubting their accuracy nr believing 
tbo estimate of yield too high, may have 
an opportunity to bo convinct-d of their 
accuracy by visiting the orchard now 
while tbe prune crop is being gathered.

vember 


EFFORTS TO SAVB

Au Aiineal Fending in tlie t'niteil 


States Supreme Court-Vin- 


cent Cool. 


Dr. F. 0. Vincent, convicted ol mur- 


der ol the first degree and sentenced to 
death lor the commission ol that crime, 
»ppe»red before Jndge Holmes ycster- 
^ day morning to show cause if he could, 
^f 
why Ihe conrt should not proceed to fix 
a day and place at which ssid judgment 
should be executed. Vincent was rep- 
resented by Attorney Harry lloganof 
Napa and District Attorcey Tupper and 
Assistant 11. H. Welsh represented the 
people. 


The case was called at 9 o'clock, but 


Attorney flofian not having finished cer- 
tain necessary papers, it was postponed 
until 11 o'clock. A', that hour Vincent 
was again brought into court and direc- 
ted by Judge Holmes to stand up. The 
usual question was asked him, whether 
there was any legal cause why the day 
for his execution ahonld not be nxerl, 
and his atlorney arose and moved lor a 
continuance. 
j „ . i 
i i 
Mr Hoi^n announced that he hail 


made application lor a writ of error from 
the «upreme court o! the United Slates at 
Washington, and that until that was 
disposed ol thia court had no juriediction 
in the matter. An affidavit was read 
and filed embodying tins cause, 
ine 


plea of Mr. Hogan on this ground was 
complete, so tar as covering all the 
points ol the law ia concerned, and he 
maintained that the conrt should post- 
pone fixing the day for tho niecuiion till 
the supreme couit at Washington can ba 
heard from. 
Mr Tuppor opposed a continuance 


and Judge Holmes denied Mr. Uogan's 
motion. 
Attorney Hogan thereupon made a 


formal and lengthy objection to tho 
court's proceeding in the matter, taking 
every advantage of technical points. The 
objection was argued at length and fin- 
ally overruled. 
Vincent was 
again 


called to the bar and Judgs Holmes Died 
the date of his execution. The formal 
order is as follows: 


"It IE ordered, adjudged and decreed 


that you, F. O. Vincent, be taken by tho 
JL 
sheriff herotrom to the county J»ij m the 
^» 
county of Fresno, state ol California 
aforesaid, and there be kept in close con- 
finement until Friday, November llth, 
A.D. 18'J2, and that between the hoursol 
11 o'clock in tbo forenoon and 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon of that day that you, 
said F. 0. Vincent, for tho murder afore- 
said, of which you have been duly con- 
victed and in pn.suance and execution of 
said judgment heretofore pronounced 
then and there be, by the said sheriff oi 
the county of Fresno, state of California 


- aforesaid, hanged by tbo neck until you 


bo dead." 
, 
Vincent was thoroughly self-possessed 


as he listened to tbe solemn words ot the 
conrt but it conld bo Been he realized 
thoroughly the seriousness of tho occas- 
ion. Hoganmadea final effort for his 
client, but without avail, aud Mncent 
was taken back to jail. 


Attorney Hogan says that tuo appeal 


to the nulled States supreme conrt will 
to pushed. He has not exhausted his 
ammunition yet by any moans, and will 
probably be as fertile in expedients and 
successful in raisiug technicalities as 
Carroll Cook is proving himself to be 
in hia attempts to sayeMcNulty's neck. 


Vincent was convicted after a hard 


legal fight. Appeals wsre taken lo the 
Bupremeconit of the state, which sus- 
tained Judge- Holmes in everything. The 
most was modo o! the new law requiring 
those sentenced lo death to be executed 
atSanQueutin.but the decision of the 
supremo conrt iu tbe McNnlty case set- 
tled that point, the decision being that 
those criminals convicted before tbe 
passage of the law, or before it went 
into effect, should be executed under the 
old law. 
The crime of Vincent wa3 one of tbe 


most atrocious that ever occurred in this 
connty. He killed in cold blood his wife, 
who had put np for years with hisill 
treatment and neglect, and supported 
him part of thn time. She was abont to

aet a divorce from him, aud seeing that

this would result in his being deprived of

the means of his support, he screwed np 
his courage by filling himself with stimn- 
lante and then went to his wiieflhonse 
and shot her down.

He waa allowed to pot in a plea ol 
guilty of murder in the second degree 
and will be sei fenced tomorrow mominc 
at 0 o'clock.

Aleck's place, entered the bouso and 
coolly shot down the medicine man. Iwo 
ot tbe bollete entered his victim's heart 
and the top of his hoad was shot off with 
three otheJ bullets. He then left, satis- 
fied with his revenue, and went to Inde- 
pendence, in Inyo county, where he was 
afterwards captured.

Ih view of the present situation, the 


oeonle of California and the health offi- 
cers of towns cannot De too prompt and 
inergetic in taking such measures as are 
jest calculated to resist thia dreaded foe. 
Vhile if ia possible tbat a visitation of 
holera may be escaped this year, it is 
he part of wisdom to be prepared. If 
!1 reasonable precautions have bean 
aken. the public will be lees likely to be 
eized with that unreasoning fear and 
ante that predisposes to disease and is 
powerful adjunct to its spread. It is 
.20 true that all sanitary improvements 
re of lasting beaeflt, and if we now 03- 
ape this disease, the results of tin ean- | 
flry work accomplished will be seen in 
better state of the public health, less 
cknese and a lower death rate. 
The value of action before disease sp-

May: 


"May 19th we reached Fresno, and a 


warm reception awaited UB. A commit- 
tee of rtprefientative men had boarded 
oar train before reaching the city, who 
presented each member of the party with 
& ,bbon badge and a ticket for lunch at 
one of tbe hotels; also an invitation to 
take a carriage drive about tbe city, aud 
visit the vineyards, etc. On the return 
from the ride there waa speaking in the 
beautiful opera house and a grand ban- 
quet. Tlia latter was a fine effdir, got- 
ten up by tbe ladies of the city, who not 
only personally superintended its prep- 
aration, but in the capacity of waiters, 
in handsome and appropriate attire, saw 
the bountiful and varied bill of fare 
promptly served. 


"The ride of ei^ht or ten miles pave 


us a better idea of grape culture than 
we could possibly obtain in any other 
section of tba state, for Fresno county is 
the great raisin producing district in 
America. There are a few other locali- 
ties where they are grown, but Fresno 
produces as many as all of tbe rest of the 
United Statea combined. Formerly the 
chiet supply of raisins came from Spain, 
but now the Fresno article has almost 
crowded tha Spanish product from the 
market of the United States. 


"A brief description of tho cultivation 


of the grape in this section may be of 
interoBt to our readers. 


"ihe vineslaro not grown as they are 


in the ease, i. e., trained over trellises. 
If trained at all the training must be 
very low, for the main stalk is pruned 
short, from one foot and a half to two 
and a half from the ground, and great 
care IB taken to have the vine well bal- 
anced, not having more spurs on one 
aide than on the other. AU suckers and 
uon-producing growth are removed, to 
Byoid the divereioa of the strength and 
vigor of the vino from the fruit. Tho 
vineyards are laid out in large fields of a 
great many acres, and aet in rows from 
|ais to eight feet apart. As BOOH aa the 
Fvogetation starts, phwing and cross 
plowing IB commenced, and cultivation ia 
continued until prevented by the growth 
of the vines. In summer irrigation is 
necessary and the water iu conveyed in 
furrows running lengthwise between tbe 
vines. 
"To give an Idea of the extent of grape 


culture in this section and the pecuniary 
advantages of the raisin industry over 
wheat growing, it ia bat necessary to 
atat* that 50,000 acres ot wheat fields 
have been converted into vineyards. We 
were informed that this year about 25.- 
000 are in full beating, and the revenue 
from tbe same would probably roach 
$0,000,000. 
"It seems there has never been much 


difficulty ingrowing tha raiain grape in 
this section, but it took many yearfl to 
learn tbe «rt of successfully curing it. 
"Wo were told that dried gmpea were not 
always raiaina, as had been fully illus- 
trated by artificial hoat, and that the 


• simple and natural way of drying them 
in the sun bad proved tbe most success- 
ful. Ths c;rapft when plucked from the 
vine is laid out on large wooden trays, 
aud hundreds of Cliiuamen are em- 
ployed in the work of curing. Great 
care baa to he taken in handling the 
fruit, for if it comes in contact with tbe 
hands some of the bloom ia removed, 
•which injures the appearance of tho rai- 
fiin, therefore the bunches are handled 
only by the steins. 


"The traya are placed after filling be- 


tween tha vinep, one end being elevated 
so that tbe grapes may receive the direct 
rays of the BUU. The length of time re- 
quired for drying depends mnch upon 
\ 
locations »ndconditiona,toorapid drying

said to be injurious, therefore from 18 to

28 days are allowed, sometimes a longer

"The largest raiain vineyard in the 


' 
state, if not in the world, is owned by A. 
B. Butler, at ono timo a Teiaa cow boy. 
"™ commanced the cultivation of grapes 


b. a very small capital, and now is not 


only the largest producer of grapes, bnt 
one of the wealthiest citizens of the 
state. But there are many small vine- 
yarda of twenty acres, successfully car- 
ried on by new settlers, which ia all one 
man can carry on successfully, and from 
which it is said b« can receive a larger 
income than ie enjoyed by three-fourths 
of the professional men iu the state. 
Land IB not very expensive. 
"co n-uch in regard to the chief prod- 


uct of Freeno; now for a few lines in re- 
lation to its other industries, public 
buildings, [schools, etc. Tbo forests of 
Fresno county flra vaas in extent of lum- 
ber material and tbe quality the very 
best, am ing which is the sugar pine, 
yellow pine, tho sequoia fiigantea (big 
trees), cedar and fir. One company 
alone, situated twenty miles from the 
city of Fresno, on the main line of the 
finely equipped Southern Pacific railroad, 
handled during lust year 30,000,000 feet 
of this lumber at their planing mill and 
sash and door factory. Another concern 
has handled in connection with their 
saw mill, nash, door and blind factory 
fully 100.003,090 fept, and this is not ail. 
Wheat, 'cotton and various kinds of 
fruits are raised in Fresno county, and 
large quantities of the beat wines are ex- 
ported. 
There are excellent railroad 


facilities at this city, and it is the most 
important shipping point between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 
There are 


numerous fine public and private build- 
ings, excellent schools, many churches, 
six banks, etc., etc., and yet Fresno has 
nevtir bad a boom—its growth has been 
natural."

A NEW PASTOR 


Particulars Concerning tbe Manner 


iu Which They Are Trying 


to Break the Market. 


New York mail advices continue to 


nota a strong bear pressure in California 
•aisins and, so far, with some degree of 
mcceas s*ya the Roral Press. 
The 


bears' success ia not in bringing about 
ower prices for the 1892 pack, but in 
keeping the trade from buyine freely. 
Their chief stock in trade is that leading 
raisin growers in this state had the 
audacity to form a combination for pro- 
tection against the rapacity of eastern 
speculators. 


The raisin combine will most anquos- 
lonably result to the advantage of those 
engaged in the industry, by keeping the 
market from going below profitable 
>ricesand,at the same time, in eatab- 
ishing more uniform and better grades 
of raisins. With the combine working 
n harmony it will he impossible for bear 
iperators and also speculators to sell at 
ow prices for future delivery which they 
could not control—and it is these sales 
which break the market for actual good. 


The strong fight waged against the 
aiein combine may not make the com- 
>ination a pronounced success this year, 
mt the fact that growers can and will 
operate more in common insures success 
n 1893. The bears have been aided this 
year by the cholera scare in Europe 
sending to tbe United States supplies 
which otherwise would have been mar- 
keted in Europe. 


There arrived, in this month, at New 


York, the Aleatia from Denia with 40,- 
JiO boxes of raisins, while there era 
ifloat and to arrivn within the next 
:hirty days about 85,000 boxes of Oudara 
and Valencia raisins. 


That the vessels fetching thoraiains 


will come under tbe quarantine r«gnla-_ 
tioos is fully admitted, but, whether the 
more rigorous precautionary measures 
will be adopted is an open question, 
owinu to the cholera not having reached 
Spain. But if the cargoes are fumigated 
and steam admitted to the vessels' hold 
ip to and over 200 degrees, there cannot 
ie the least doubt but the raisins will be 
made more or less unmerchantable. 


Possibly the rigorous quarantine meas* 


ures which have been adopted by New 
York officiate will deter shipments of 
raisinP, prunes and dates from European 
jorts to this country, in which event 
California raisins and prates will have a 
more open market.

2007. 


By section 2007 of the revised statutes 


reatJng of tho elective franchise, it ia 
irovided that "whenever under the con- 
ititution or the laws of any state, or the 
aws of any territory, any act is required 
o be done by a citizen, as a prerequisite 
;o qualify him to vote, the offer by such 
citizen to t erform tbe act required to be 
done, shall, if it fail to be carried into 
execution by reason of th« wrongful act 
or omission of tho person or officer 
charged with the duty of receiving or 
permitting such performance, or offer 
o perform, or acting thereon, be deemed 
and held RS a performance in law of such 
act; and the person eo offering and fail- 
ng to vote, and being otherwise qtiftli- 
ied, shall be entitled to vote in the same 
manner and to tho same extent as if he 
iad in fact performed such act." 


It seems to me perfectly clear that this 


section of the federal statute IB but an 
enlargement of what is intended by the 
buiteenth amendment, which prohibits 
a state from abridging the privileges or 
mmunities of the citizen, aa also that of 
the state constitution 
conferring the 


right of franchise. And tbat a statute 
which requires registration, that would 
>e impracticable in many nf the conn- 
lea of this state, wonld b* absolutely 
void.

Kach 
the«e has been tried, and has Riven, 
far good results except as to color. 0 
cerine and salt are used to increase! 

One of the mo 
successful preparations ia what is knon 
os the Baker compound. ISoro-glyMriJe 
iaalso good. Encb fruit has a apMtio 
Btuvitv ol its own and requires a diflj-r- 
ent densit v of fluid, bavins to bo sampled 
separately. Even the same variety pi 
fruit from different localities varies in 
deusitv. It will iherefoie lie seen that 
the Uhor ol putting up tho ex .ibita is 
great. Tbe loss would ho heavy should 
the fruit not keep. 
William F. Itrngman, a Los Angeles 


chemist, has devoted much study toi thia 
question. Ho yesterday wade lha follow- 
iij"euteu!6nt to mo :

hava up rimented for several 


mouths, trying all the known preterva- 
lives aud have found them all uusatis- 
inctorv. The mlp'jnroui acM preserva- 
ti»e seems to he tho one generally used 
but I fear it will not cany out its present 
promise, for, although the irnit k.epaita 
form, yet it becomes soil, aud will surely 
lisint«!rate during transportation to Chi- 
csgo. 'Another serious defect is that the 
fruit will lie bleached white, or nearly so.

This fraud has been fnlly exposed by 
Professor Hilgard and by the Chronicle, 
but the scheme is still working, as a let- 
ter in a local paper this week snows. 
These people offer what they call a 
"compound extract ol salyi," which 
they say can be bad o! any druggist. 
They claim that U will retain the natural 
color and taste of fruit for years. There 
is no such compound in any drug a ore, 
and when applicantB send to Ohio they 
will receive a package of salicylic acid, 
coating many times more than it could 
t e purchased lor here. Salicylic acid is 
a poison, and even in homoeopathic 
doaes is apt to be very harmful. It 
should never be used in tbe household, 
while lor exhibition purposes it ia of lit- 
tle value.

they get what they want in the bill they 
do not go out of their wav to meddle 
witb those provisiens of tho bill that re- 
late to other countiee, because, if they 
did, the whole bill would be jeopardized.
